did Acceptation of every indifferent Reader, 


Excellent Aſtrological Obſervations and Aphoriſms, 
concerning Diſeaſes and ſick Perſons, 


Strologians (that are addicted to celeſtial Contempla. 
-tions, and well verſed therein) do obſerve not only the 
Day, but alſo the very Hour and Minute when any Perſon 
firſt fell ſick, and for that Moment of Time ereQ a Figure for 
the Poſition of Heaven; then obſerving the hiligiacal Places, 
the Lord of the Aſcendant, and Significators of the Diſeaſe, 
from whoſe Conſtitution or Poſition, good or bad, they con- 
jectute and {oretel of the Diſeaſe, whether it will terminate 
in Life or Death, or whether it ſhall be long or ſhort of Con- 
tinuance. But how difficult that Time is to be gained, Galen, 
the Prince of Phyſicians, himſelf confeſſeth, that he laboured 
very much for the Inveſtigation thereof. Quid igitur ? Shall 
we ſlight or lay aſide this moſt excellent Part of Philoſophy, 
which the Antients have ſo diligently erquired after, and ad- 
mired ? ſhall we think it impoſſible ? J confeſs, in the firlt 
' Aﬀault of Fevers, and not a few other Diſeaſes and Diſtem- 
pers, this is with much Difficulty to be found out; but in Ver. 
tigoes, Falling- ſickneſs, Apoplexies, Palſies, Fluxes of Blood, 
Pleurifies, vomiting of Blood, Palpitation of the Heart and 
Stomach, Wounds, and many other ſuch like, very often the 
firſt Iniultis krown; by which Means the Artiſt hath a large 
Field to exerciſe his Obſervations in: therefore in theſe or the 
like Diſeaſes, let us obſerve the following Aphoriſms, &c,
